Pari*, O rt. 22 (A P )—France'* first 
general election In nine years placed 
an almost unqualified stamp of ap­ 
proval today on Gen Dp Oaulles 
plans to found a fourth republic on 
a new constitution drafted by the 
people's chosen representatives. 
Figures announced by the Minis­ 
try of the Interior this morning. 12 
hours after the closing of the polls, 
showed that De Gaulle had won an 
overwhelming

(1)—A 
constituent

designated at yesterday's election— 
will draft a new constitution rather 
than attempt to rebuild the govern­ 
ment on the 1885 document which 
was the foundation of the third re­ 
public 
(2) Tile executive j>ower will be 
vested In a provisional government 
during the *eveti months the assem 
bly sits rather than In Hie assembly 
Itself

Impressive Majority 
With approximately half of the 
ballots counted, the first Issue was 
carried by a margin of 10,694,197 
votes to 729.409 a 
96 
per cent 
affirmative majority, according to 
the official figures. 
For establishment of an interim 
government, the Interior Ministry 
said, the vote so far Is 7.443.129 to 
3.660,441 against—a 65 per cent ma­ 
jority. 
The question of writing a new 
constitution was supported by all 
political parties, but the Communists 
aided by the radical-socialist*— 
had opposed Dc Gaulle on the In­ 
terim government Issue. 
The election, which saw voters 
queue up at the polls in record­ 
breaking 
numbers, 
witnessed 
the 
emergence of the resists nee-bom 
Popular Republican Movement as a 
potent factor In French politics. 
Official figures based on complete 
returns from 39 of France’s 90 de­ 
partments gave the MRP 134 seats 
in the assembly, which will have 
522 members from France and 64 
more from the colonies. 
Two branches of the Socialists 
coalesced into a single group and 
also clinched 134 scats. 
De Gaulle Endorsed 
Tile Communists-- before the elec­ 
tion considered the dominant politi­ 
cal group were assured of 131 seat* 
De Gaulle won electoral endorse­ 
ment all down the line. Sixteen of 
his present “council of ministers’’ 
sought election to the assembly and 
15 were victorious. Only Rene Mayer. 
his minister of transportation, was 
defeated. 
De Gaulle himself and four other 
ministers did not seek election to 
assembly posts. 
Government 
statistics indicated 
between 
20.000,000 
and 
25,000.000 
persons voted in the national elec­ 
tions—the first in which women 
were eligible.

HOME FROM WAR 


Cpl Harold Pl Mess, son of Mr 
and Mrs Ervin E Hess, Gettysburg 
R. 3, has returned to his home after 
two and a half years overseas as a 
combat soldier with the Second Ar­ 
mored (Hell on Wheels) Division 
which fought its way from the 
beaches of North Africa and Sicily 
through Europe to the eastern side 
of the Plllx* river. He was discharged 
at Indiantown Gap October 19 
As a tank commander and gunner 
Cpl. Hess saw some of the roughest 
fighting of the war in the European 
theater During the St. Lo break­ 
through his unit was surrounded for 
two days Conditions compelled him 
to leave his tank and fight on foot, 
for which he received the Silver Star 
medal for gallantry in action. 
During 
the 
German 
retreat 
through northern France Cpl. Hess’s 
tank destroyed six vehicles carrying 
enemy troops and equipment. Fol- 
lowing this engagement he 
was 
decorated by his battalion com­ 
mander with the Bronze Star medal. 
Cpl. Hess was wounded in the 
right hand, for which lie received 
the Purple Heart, during lighting on 
the Siegfried line. His tank was 
forced out of action temporarily by 
German panzer (ire.

Hess wears the Good 
Conduct medal and the Belgium 
Feurragere given to his division for 
its part in the liberation of Bel­ 
gium and participation in the battle 
of the Bulge.

There are two use* for annual* In 
tin* garden quite separate and dis­ 
tinct, one for cutting 
to fum iah 
bouquets for the house The other is 
to figure in the color scheme of gar­ 
den decoration. Many gardens make 
them serve the two purposes pi, 
once, but if cut freely for bouquets, 
naturally the color effect in the gar­ 
den is spoiled. 
Garden* rn have adopted the plan 
quite generally, wlwn 
they

their annuals In rows like vegetables 
.solely for cutting purposes and use 
othe rs in the garden scheme. A large
